Capt. John Doherty, head of 
the police hoodlum squad, was 
standing with a uniformed of- 
ficer at the top of the stairs. 

“He called me to the top of 
the stairs and asked me how 
many times I had been ordered 
to get out of town,” Londe 
said, 

“I told him, ‘several times,’ 
but my family and friends were 
here and I intended to stay,” 
he continued. “Doherty then 
gave me a punch in the jaw, 
knocking me down. I got up 


and he knocked me down, 


again, breaking my lower 
plate.” 

Londe said he was booked by 
Doherty, who then ordered 
Richters and the other officer 
to take him into the station 
garage and “work me over.” 

“I went with them and told 
Richters to go ahead and work 
me over,” Londe said. “Rich- 
ters said he wouldn't do this 
because he didn’t believe in 
it but that I should yell so as 
to make it sound like he was 
beating me.

‘(AP)—More than $450,000 be- 
longing to Local 234 of the 
Transport Workers Union has 
disappeared over the last six 
years, says TWU President 
Michael J. Quill.

A 
new location would be pre-| 
ferred on Gravois road, be- | 
tween Weber and Kidder roads; | 
on Mackenzie road between 
Gravois and Weber; on Weber 
between Mackenzie ‘and Gra- 
vois, or on Rock Hill road be- 
tween Gravois and Aliceton 
avenue. 

Anchor station, now occupy- 
ing 2623 square feet at 2840 
Franklin avenue. Bids are be- 
ing invited on construction of 
a new building with 3750 square | 
feet, to be constructed near | 
Garrison and Franklin avenues.

Owners of expropriated lands 
will be compensated over a pe- 
riod of 20 years at 3 per cent 
interest. 

Laws provide imprisonment 
up to one year or a fine or 
both for anyone not properly 
cultivating lands being dis- 
tributed. 

Co-operative societies are 
being organized to help new 
owners work their lands. 

Similar to Syria Plan. 

Announcement of the land 
reform program in Iraq came 
onnly four days after U.A.R. 
President Nasser introduced a 
similar program for the Syrian 
region of the U.A.R. The Syri- 
an plan closely parallels a de- 
cree issued in the early days 
of the Egyptian revolution. 

No reason was announced for 
the removal of Aref as deputy 
premier and apparently no 
successor has been named. 

Middle East News reported 
Sept. 12 Aref had been re 
moved as deputy commander 
in chief of Iraq’s armed forces. 
Earlier he had been considered 
No, 2 man in the regime that 
has ruled Iraq since the mon- 
archy was destroyed July 14. 
He and Kassem were identified 
as the most active leaders of 
the revolt. 

The news agency said the 
decree removing Aref also re- 
moved Jaber Oumr from his 
post as minister of education 
and Fuad Rekaby from his job 
as minister of reconstruction. 
It said Hadib Alhaj Mahmoud 
was named to the education 
post while retaining his job as 
agriculture minister. 


DROP IN RATE OF INCREASE 
IN VEHICLE REGISTRATIONS 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (AP) 
—The Government said yester- 
day that the rate of increase 
in motor vehicle registrations 
is declining for the third 
straight year, with the automo- 
bile industry’s home state of 
Michigan showing the smallest 
gain, 

Bertram D. Tallamy, federal 
highway administrator, pre- 
dicted that registration at the 
end of this year would total 
68,398,000—an increase of 1.9 
per cent over the 1957 figure. 
Estimates of Michigan registra- 
tion show an increase of only 
one-tenth of 1 per cent. 

Arizona shows the greatest 
anticipated increase in total 
registrations—6.9 per cent. 
Florida is next with 6.8 and 
New Mexico third with 6.4. 
California now has more reg- 
istered vehicles than any other 
state—7,000,000.

HUNT WIDENED 


FOR PRISONER 
FROM ALCATRAZ

California Democrats Take Big 
Lead in Registrations. 

SACRAMENTO, Calif., Oct. 
1 (AP) — California Democrats 
have piled up a record lead 
over Republicans in the num- 
ber of registered voters. Since | 
the June primary they have 
out-registered Republicans by 
up to five to one in 20 coun- 
ties checked by the Associated 
Press, 

The average for the state 
appeared to be about 3-1 in | 
favor of the Democrats, who | 
held -a 7-5 margin in registra- 
tion for the primary. Then the 
Democrats had 3,542,374 voters 
to 2,552,678 for the G.O.P. 

Registration since that time 
indicates that the number eli- 
gible for the November elec- 
tion may exceed 6,500,000 for | 
the first time in the state’s his- 
tory. 

Even in such traditionally 
Republican counties as Santa 
Barbara in southern California 
and Marin in northern Cali- | 
fornia, the Democrats gained 
voters. In Santa Barbara, 2237 | 
Democrats registered to bring | 
their party’s total to 28,540_ 
while the’ Republicans added 
1341 for a total of 29,632. In 
Marin -county, the, Democrats | 
registered 3033 since the pri- | 
mary, compared to 1090 for | 
the G.O.P., making the totals | 
28,238 Democrats and 31,993 | 
Republicans. ! 

Normally Democratic coun- | 
ties showed far higher margins. |

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UARL SCHURZ CALLED 
FORGOTTEN HERO’ 


to the . teh. 

COLULMBIA o., Oct. 1— 
Fred A Seaton, Secretary of 
the Interior today hailed Car! 
Schurz, former co-owner of the 
Westliche Post in St. Louis, as 
a forgotten national hero. 
Seaton spoke at the University 
of Missouri today to inaugurate 

National Newspaper Week. 
Seaton was speaking at a 
convention honoring the uni- 
versity’s school of journalism 
as a part of its fiftieth anni- 
versary celebration, an event 
that attracted m Midwest- 
ern newspaper tors. The 
m also included rededi- 
cation of the university's 
Thomas Jefferson monument, 
which formerly was the head- 
stone over the grave of the 
third President, and planting 
of trees on Francis guadrangle. 


Seaton hailed Schurz as “a 
nineteenth-century scholar, pa- 
triot, musician, revolutionary, 
orator, publicist, pioneer civil 
service reformer, United States 
Senator, Secretary of the In- 
terior and Missouri newspaper 
man. 


“He is a forgotten national 
hero. I propose that we nom- 
inate him for perpetual re- 
membrance. Im many ways, I 
regard Him as the most out- 
standing of all 36 Secretaries 
of the Interior.” 

Seaton recalled that Schurz 
was born in Germany, fled 
from his homeland for his life, 
campaigned unsuccessfully for 
Lincoln against Douglas in the 
senatorial race in 1858 and tri- 
umphantly for Lincoln in 1860. 


“T was after his active serv- 
ice aS a general in the Civil 
War that he came to Missouri, 
as half-owner of the Westliche 
Post in St. Louis that included 
among its owners the distin- 
guished Emil Praetorius and 
the young Joseph Pulitzer.” 
Seaton continued. “In 1869 the 
people of Missouri 
Schurz to the United States 
Senate. It was as a Missourian 
that in 1877 he entered the 
Cabinet of President Ruther- 
ford B. Hayes as Secretary of 
the Interior.” 

Seaton said that as Secre- 
tary of State Schurz wrote elo- 
quently about the rapid de- 
struction of the forests, for 
which he was attacked by tim- 
ber exploiters. He also ordered 
hunting of game halted in Yel- 
lowstone National Park, Seaton 
said. 

“I cheerfully give credit to 
the American press for a ma- 
jor share in the conservation 
advances we have made,” Sea- 
ton continued. “An informed 
and aroused public opinion de- 
manded results and got them.” 


Seaton said last night in St. 
Louis that he “disagrees vio- 
lently” with the view expressed 
by former President Harry S. 
Truman that the United States 
has a “one-party” press. 

Seaton, a newspaper pub- 
lisher, said he is convinced that 
the press, by and large, is hon- 
est. He said he has been crit- 
icized by newspapers but add- 
ed that criticism of public of- 
ficials is “the privilege and 
duty” of newspapers. He made 
his remarks at a stopover at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field en 
route from Washington to Co- 
lumbia, Mo.

Ozark Sportsman and 
Outdoors Writer. 
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The five-month squirrel sea- 
son in Missouri § actually 
amounts to some two months 
that favor the hunters over the 
bushytails. Squirrels become 
legal game July 1 and the sea- 
son ends Nov. 30. Only during 
October and November are the 
hunters out in force. July and 
August are almost completely 
ignored. In early September a 
few nimrods brave the heat, 
insects and heavy foliage to 
hunt near a hickory grove 
where squirrels are feasting on 
their favorite food. 

Several years ago the squir- 
rel season opened on May 30. 
Mulberries ripened soon after 
opening day and _ hunters 
thronged to the woods in quest 
of the young “fryers.” In more 


recent years the season was. 
moved up to July 1 because 


biologists were convinced that 
the cost of the early harvest 
was too high. They believed 
that many females were killed 
while carrying their young and 
also that many of the suckling | 
young in the dens were left to 
die because of the heavy mor- 
tality rate of the adult mothers. | 
,The changing of the season 
was grudingly accepted in most 
of the heavily-timbered Ozark 
counties. They dubio''sly ap- 
proved the theory that the 
squirrel population would show | 
an increase and make for bet- | 
ter hunting conditions in the 
future. Many veteran hunters 
are of the opinion that the pop- | 
ulation has remained almost | 
static, regardless of the change. 
They argue that, if there is a 
good acorn crop to support the 
squirrels through the winter 
months, a bountiful supply of 
young squirrels is born the 
following spring and summer. 
Another argument advanced is | 
that during July and August | 
as many females are killed car- 
rying their young as were. 
killed when the season was 
opened on May 30. 

Many Favor Sept. 1. 

Many hunters feel that the 
squirrel season should not open 
until Sept. 1 and should remain 
open throughout December. 
This would virtually eliminate 
an open season during the pe- 
riod when squirrels are bear- 
ing their young. As the season 
is now, the summer months of 
July and August are in the, 
Code Book but are mainly ig- 
nored by the hunters. |

Much | 
of the private land may be) 
hunted if permission of the 
owner or tenant is obtained. | 

Missouri has two species of 
squirrels —fox and gray. The | 
fox squirrels are creatures of 
the hills and plateaus and pre- 
dominate in northern Missouri. 
The grays are usually found 
in south Missouri. With the ex- 
tremely low-hunting pressure 
that prevailed during the early | 

art of the season, October and | 
ovember should be excellent 
months from the squirrel hunt- 
er’s viewpoint. Early and late | 
hunting will produce the best 
results. 

Many hunters prefer the use 
of a dog in locating the bushy- 
tails. Others swear by “‘still” 
hunting. The still hunter must 
have a knowledge of woods- 
craft to be successful. “Easy 
does it” is true of still hunting 
for squirrels, the same as it is 
for deer. Even the slightest 
noise, such as the breaking of 
a dead twig, will send the ani- 
mals scurrying to a hiding 


place before the hunter ap- 
proaches. If a dog is used, cau- | 
tion is unnecessary. The dog | 
trails the squirrel until the ani- | 
mal is “treed’’ and then the 
hunter must spot his quarry. | 
This is seldom difficult after a 
few frosts have partly denuded 
the trees of their leaves. 

When the forests are rain- 
bow-hued and the crisp fall air 
puts a spring in your step, it is 
ood to be away from the nerve 
angling cares of the world. Re- 
gardiess of method hunting, is 
an ideal way to spend a pleas- 
ant day afield in the fall.

HAT is the situation in 
W the Communist camp? 

What is the condition of 
Stalin’s empire five years after 
Stalin’s death? 

I said in previous articles 
that Premier Khrushchev and 
his colleagues in the Kremlin 
think of the Communist world 
in exclusive terms—that what 
goes on there is of no concern 
of ours. 

But it is a very great concern 


deed than the better relations 
with the West which Khrusch- 
chev says he wants so badly— 
and does so little to get, as 
we see things. 

By Stalin’s empire I mean, 
of course, that vast expanse 
from Albania and Eastern Ger- 
many to China. Here live more 
than a third of the earth’s peo- 
ple under the rule of a dozen 
Communist one-party states 
“headed”—as the formula runs 
—by the Soviet Union. It is a 
political anachronism — a 
mighty structure of empire in 
the century of the decline and 
fall of empires. 

Stalin built it as an empire 
and ran it as one, reducing 
once independent countries to 
mere provinces of the Soviet 


Lebanese government, which | 
feared a revolution on the'| 
model of the one that had just 
occurred in Iraq. The United | 
States has since recognized the 
revolutionary Iraqi government | 
and, meanwhile, Lebanon has 
changed governments. The new 
government of Lebanon is 
pledged to an early ending of | 
occupation by American troops. 
Despite a continuation of 
some disorder in Lebanon, 
withdrawal of American troops 
presents no great difficulty. 
The problem is Jordan, where 
British troops landed shortly 
after United States troops 
landed in Lebanon—also to 
forestall a revolution. 


Risking Jordan’s Collapse. 


‘United Arab Republic refused 


It is now evident, however, 
that Britain, the United States 
and King Hussein of Jordan 
have accepted a calculated risk. 
British troops are to be taken 
out of Jordan in co-ordination 
with withdrawal of An-crican 
troops from Lebanon. The risk 
is that the Government of Jor- 
dan will shortly thereafter col- | 
lapse, since it faces stiff oppo- 
sition by a good portion of the 
population, particularly Arab 
refugees are said to be violent 
partisans of Gamal Abdel Nas- 
ser, head of the United Arab 
Republic. 


The basis for the hope— 
hardly more than that—that 
withdrawal of British troops 
will not be followed by a vio- 
lent overthrow of the Govern- 
ment of Jordan is explained, 
by diplomats’ representing 
some of the nations involved, 
along the following lines: 


1. Nasser is having troubles 
of his own, in digesting Syria, 
and is not eager to take on new 
troubles in Jordan. Jordan is 
an economic liability in any 
event. Nasser is not believed 
to be eager for a revolutionary 
regime in Jordan that would 
demand entry into the United 
Arab Republic. 


2. There is some hope that 
a measure of stability has re- 
turned inside Jordan, under 
British occupation. There have 
been few if any “unpleasant 
incidents” during the occitpa- 
tion. 

Some Changes Possible. 


3. It would not surprise dip- 
lomats here if some changes 
were to occur in the structure 
of the Government of Jordan. 
Expanding the Government to 
include some _ representation 
for the pro-Nasser elements is 
one possibility. The British \do 
not feel it is their duty to sup- 
port indefinitely the present 
regime, in which Prime Minis- 
ter Samir Rifai holds power 
tightly in his hands. British 
support of King Hussein is not 
even seen as permanent, and 
it is far from excluded that 
eventually the monarchy will 

replaced by some more 
democratic form of govern- 
ment and Hussein will seek 
honorable exile.

expansion of the present gov- 
ernment, are foreseen as help- 
ing that government to with- 
stand the shock of the with- 
drawal of British troops. 

4. Finally it is calculated that 
revolutionaries in Jordan may 
well be restrained by a fear 
that disorder will lead to a 
movement by Israel to 
“straighten its border” by 
marching over Jordanian terri- 
tory to the River Jordan.

for people who cannot appreciate 
such cultural aspects of life as 
watching a waiter accept a 20 
per cent tip. 

We have discovered certain 
truths which are self-evident, e.g., 
that grass is better than cement, 
that trees are more artistic than 
brick walls, that playing with 
one’s children outside where they 
can run and develop into vig- 
orous, healthy individuals is a 
necessity in a good family life, 
and that books are now not only 
available but also read outside 
the city limits. 

Furthermore, the scientific evi- 
dence is mounting to support the 
naive notion that the human 
body was made to be used and 
that physical activity at all ages 
is important for physical and 
mental health. 

Those alleged intellectuals who 
have become habituated to the 
cow-like passivity of such non- 
articipating entertainment as 
‘plays, concerts, and restaurants” 
blithely ignore their generalized 
muscular and skeletal atrophy as 
the years pile on layers of lipides 
to their exteriors, their cardio- 
vascular apparatus, and also, no 
doubt, to their thought-processes. 

The idea seems to be that lei- 
sure for the intellectual involves 
physical inactivity so that the 
Great Brain can create lively 
repartee and can appreciate. the 
illusory talents of other intel- 
lectual gymnasts.

Slight Shift on Quemoy 


Secretary Dulles has reached the point of 
trying to moderate his Quemoy policy without 
seeming to abandon it. He suggested to his 
press conference that a partial withdrawal 
of Nationalist troops might be arranged if a 
cease-fire can be agreed on. He declared 
that Chiang Kai-shek had been foolish to 
build up the troops on the coastal islands in 
the first place—although this was done with 
American consent. 


The difficulty is that if the withdrawal 
were big enough to amount to anything it 
would repudiate the principle Mr. Dulles 
keeps enunciating of Chiang’s right and duty 
to hold Quemoy, whereas if it were no more 
than a token reduction of strength it would 
hardly satisfy Peiping. The primary purpose 
of the offer appears to be not to settle the 
underlying issue, but simply to obtain a tem- 
porary relaxation that will permit this crisis, 
like others, to be muddled through. 


Unfortunately this may be as far as Mr. 
Dulles can go in view of the unwise commit- 
ments he has let himself in for. If the Chi- 
nese Communists are indisposed to relieve 
him of his predicament, and if the public 
pressure for a change in our policy continues 
to mount in this country and abroad, then 
the best way out would seem to be to call for 
third party mediation. 


This is the point at which an appeal to the 
United Nations might be fruitful. We do not 
refer to an appeal which ‘took the form of 
prosecuting charges against Communist 
China. The whole world has already seen 
how hopelessly weak any such case would be, 
and there is no point in emphasizing the 
weakness further. The kind of appeal which 
might get somewhere is one in which the 
United States simply turned over the dispute 
to the U.N., stepped aside, and agreed to 
consider most seriously any advice the U.N. 
wished to offer. 

Mr. Dulles and his apologists are always 
saying that we have to back up Chiang Kai- 
shek’s defense of Quemoy because the un- 
committed nations of Asia would regard any 
other course as weakness. Why not then let 
those uncommitted nations express their own 
views on what our policy ought to be? 

There would be nothing dishonorable or 
weak in Mr. Dulles’s saying in effect: “We 
have taken the position that Quemoy must 
be held for the safety of the free world, but 
if a preponderance of world opinion as ex- 
pressed through the U.N. counsels us differ- 
ently, we will try to respect the majority 
view.” 

This would of course involve a retreat, but 
a retreat out of deference to world opinion 
is not the same thing as one in response to 
Communist pressure. The unhappy truth is 
that, because Mr. Dulles committed this coun- 
try to a morally indefensible position in the 
first place, there may be no peaceful alterna- 
tive to some form of retreat. In such a situa- 
tion the liability might be converted to an 
asset by calling in the U.N. to give advice— 
and then following the advice. 


The FAA and Its First Chief 


Selected by President Eisenhower to be 
the first head of the new Federal Aviation 
Agency, Lt. Gen. Elwood R. Quesada (Ret.), 
the President’s special assistant on aviation 
matters, faces a tremendous task. It is his 
heavy responsibility to supervise the function- 
ing of the independent FAA, which was es- 
tablished by the last Congress in answer to 
the urgent need for a modernized airways 
system in which safety will predominate. 

Absorbing the Civil Aeronautics Adminis- 
tration, the Airways Modernization Board and 
the safety functions of the Civil Aeronautics 
Board, the FAA will direct the rapidly ex- 
panding civil aviation program. The new 
agency, which will usher in the age of the 
jet airliner, also will have control of all mil- 
itary planes while they are using the estab- 
lished airways. 

Soon after World War II ended it became 
apparent that bureaucracy was impeding at- 
tempts to achieve an up-to-date airways sys- 
tem. Vague and overlapping authority in the 
several federal groups concerned with avia- 
tion kept at a minimum progress in air 
safety and in general use of the airways. The 
bigger, better and faster the airliners be- 
came, the more obsolete the airways became. 
In some instances, safety was measured 
against dollars. 

It took the Grand Canyon crash in 1956, 
with loss of 128 lives, and several more mid- 
air collisions after that, before Congress and 
the White House responded to public demand. 
The FAA was the result. It is the new foun- 
dation upon which the nation’s power and 
prestige in civil aviation should rise to new 
heights. 


The Mighty Mouse Comes Back 


When Trader Lane sold one Solly Hemus 
up the Ohio and beyond two years ago, the 
discarded jokesmith of the Cardinal infield 
sat himself down with pen in hand. He wrote 
a letter pretty close to unprecedented since 
the days of Pop Anson. “Dear Gussie,” it 
read—that is, it more or less read. “Thank 
you very much for all the fun I’ve had play- 
ing in St. Louis. I didn’t ask to leave, but I 
have no regrets and I’m not sore at anyone. 
(Still reading more or less) Be seein’ you. 
Signed: The Mighty Mouse.” 

Now Solly’s farewell letter by itself did not 
bring the former batting champion of the 
Pocatello Pioneers back to Busch Stadium, 
but it doubtless kept all the more fragrant 
the memory of the leadoff man who got on 
base 269 times in 151 games in 1952. Oh, 
they weren't all homers or even triples or 
doubles, although the undersized noisemaker 
could hit a long ball in a pinch and often did. 

Nor were they mostly singles either; the 
young Lochinvar who had come out of the 
West (Phoenix by way of San Diego) spe- 
cialized in walks and getting himself hit. Some- 
where on his long ride to the East he had 
learned how to nick pitches for fouls and 
foul 'em off he did—until the visiting man- 
ager was near a nervous breakdown, the visit- 
ing pitcher finally forced to throw that fourth 
ball or hit that crazy guy at the plate. 

His oversized shirt helped and now and 
then he edged in front of one that wasn’t 
too fast and often the pitcher hit him just 
because he had it coming. But Solly got on 
base and that is what any ball player is sup- 

to do. And if he put the home crowd in 
stitches in the process, who is going to object 
to that? 

It was quite an infield core that the Mighty 
Mouse had to break into. Red Schoendienst 
was at short, and Manager the Brat Stanky 
was at second. Solly looked them over and 
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King-Thompson Upheld 

The Missouri Supreme Court's ruling on 
the King-Thompson law should help to clear 
up some of the confusion which has sur- 
rounded the utility anti-strike act ever since 
it was passed in 1947. 

In a case arising from a Laclede Gas Co. 
strike here in 1955, Judge Clem F. Storckman 
wrote the opinion upholding anti-strike pro- 
visions of the law. “The purpose of the act 
is to protect citizens against disaster,” he 
said. The court held that the law is a valid 
exercise of the state’s police power. 

Though this may be appealed to the federal 


and a Wisconsin anti-strike law which the 
United States Supreme Court found uncon- 
stitutional in 1951. The Wisconsin act re- 
quires compulsory arbitration: therefore the 
federal high court ruled that it was in con- 
flict with federal labor legislation. The Mis- 
souri act does not impose a method of settle- 
ment of strikes; therefore the Missouri court 
says it is not in conflict with federal law. 

The State Supreme Court did not, how- 
ever, rule on an equally important question 
regarding King-Thompson. That question in- 
volves penalties in the law. In theory the 
fines for illegal strikes or lockouts disadvan- 
tage both employes and employers, but that 
is not the way the law works in practice. 

When there is a utility strike, the state can 
seize the struck property and compel the 
workers to return to work under the same 
conditions which caused them to strike. No 
similar pressure is exerted on the utility 
management to’ encourage any agreement 
with its employes. State seizure is a token 
move for the company. 

The health and welfare of the public must 
not be jeopardized by strikes in essential 
utilities, and Missouri’s Supreme Court con- 
firms that point. But in fairness to utility 
employes, the state should provide for a 
periodic review of working conditions or 
other procedure so they will not be penalized 
in losing their right to strike. 

Whether or not the courts eventually make 
this plain, the Legislature ought to revise the 
penalty sections of the anti-strike law. 


Not on This Earth 


Mankind does not keep his premises very 
clean. He sullies his landscape. He pollutes 
his rivers. He contaminates the very air he 
breathes. Perhaps there is nothing he touches 
that is as clean as a hound’s tooth, including 
a hound’s tooth. But it is not too late to pre- 
serve the purity of outer space. Following 
international recommendations to avoid con- 
tamination of the moon, the United States is 
sterilizing objects it shoots in that direction. 
Even the Man in the Moon might smile at 
men keeping his face clean while their own 
is dirty, but the ideal of pristinity, the gleam- 
ing grail untouched by human hands, remains 
man’s goal even as he reaches for the moon. 


Withdrawal in Lebanon 


Liquidation of Secretary of State Dulles’s 
venture in fire department diplomacy in Leb- 
anon seems to be close at hand. United States 
officials in Beirut have reached agreement 
with the new government of President Fuad 
Chehab for a general withdrawal of American 
forces. And Secretary General Dag Ham- 
marskjold has told the United Nations that 
evacuation will begin soon. 

Military sources say the American soldiers 
and marines, some of whom have already 
embarked, will be out of Lebanon by Oct. 17. 
This would be almost three months to the day 
in mid-July when the marines were rushed in 
to support the Chamoun government. 

These troop landings (and those in Jordan 
by the British) were made in response to ap- 
peals for help from those governments, on 
the basis of judgments in Washington and 
London that serious external threats existed 
to the two countries. But these landings were 
made without United Nations sanction. In 
fact, they were in head-on conflict with the 
collective judgment of the U.N., which had 
found no such threats. 

With the withdrawal of our forces the Leb- 
anese should be free to work out their own 
future without even the hint of interference 
from foreign troops. Moreover, the U.N. will 
be given a new opportunity to watch over the 
destiny of that little country. 

In the future, American troops ought to be 
kept out of such situations. They should be 
employed, if at all, at the invitation of the 
U.N. or as part of a U.N. force mobilized for 
specific objectives. Existence of a standing 
U.N. “peace force” would rule out unilateral 
action by any power with a decent respect 
for world opinion. As a consequence, there 
would be considerably less chance of regional 
disturbances flaring out of the U.N.’s hands 
into international crises. 


October Brings Rare .Days 

There has been too much said of October 
being “nature’s funeral month” and the har- 
binger of the melancholy days, the “saddest 
of the year.” It is indeed the time when 
teeming autumn gets into stride, when frost 
and sun help rain and wind bring the deepest 
hues of gold and crimsom, of orange and 
bronze, to woodlands and fencerows. 

For hills and valleys, meadows and forests, 
brooks and ponds, it is a preparation for their 
winter of rest. Already summer green has 
subtly changed to the deeper, heavier green 
of fall. Chilly sunrise and murky sunset give 
warning of November’s drear. But still it 
can be argued that October, more so than 
June, is the month of rare days. 

There are days in October when cool, clear 
air that hints of piney woods yields to a 
friendly sun bringing summer’s afterglow. 
Murk and drizzle are dispelled and forgotten. 
And night after night there is the Hunter's 
Moon, first full moon of October, casting its

“We want public schools at any 
cost!” That was the bold declaration 
of Granby High School student of- 
ficers. 


A group of 75 Lane High School 
students .at Charlottesville, request- 
ing “that our public high school be 
opened,” respectfully said to the 
Governor: “We know that recent leg- 
islation authorizes you to close 
schools which are ordéred to inte- 
grate; but, we have been under the 
impression that schools so closed 


were to be reopened by you at once 
as state schools.” 

Those are the voices of young— 
of immature—persons. But they 
are the voices also of individuals 
who are suffering and may suffer 
much more from the school closings. 
In each of the communities they are 
supported by adults having unusual 
insight into the toll of free educa- 
tion’s collapse. 

Q. D. Gasqgue, superintendent of 
Warren county schools, said the peo- 
ple of Warren and Front Royal could 
work out their school problems with- 
out outside direction, and added: “If 
any integration can be handled in 
Virginia, it is more likely it could be 
handled in an area like this.” 

Citizens’ committees in Charlottes- 
ville and Norfoik are striving to get 
the schools open even if it means 
losing state funds. University of 
Virginia faculty members are among 
the Charlottesville leaders. In Nor- 
folk, L. Jerome Taylor, who for six 
years was a member of the school 
board, has joined the committee's 
advisory board. 

“Massive resistance” is Virginia's 
official policy on the desegregation 
issue. Gov. Almond ran on a plat- 
form embracing it, and has insisted 
since taking office that he is under a 
public mandate to enforce it. 

But the practical fact is that “mas- 
sive resistance” has not stood up to 
the tests of the past several months. 
State politicians in legislative halls 


said it was strong, but state lawyers 
in federal courts found it weak. 
Without as much as providing a basis 
for appeal, it has led to a corner. 
Into that corner are backed 1000 
Warren county, 1800 Charlottesville, 
and 10,000 Norfolk school children. 
They are few in relation to the total 
number of Virginia boys and girls 


‘who are continuing to attend segre- 


gated schools. But they are 12,800 
more children than this state, or any 
state, can afford to sacrifice to ig- 
norance, or has the moral right to 
sacrifice. 

Moreover, the 12,800 are not really 
protecting the Virginia pupils whose 
schools. remain segregated. They 
are, instead, a reminder that the 
state’s defiance of the Supreme 
Court’s desegregation order can pro- 
duce only more bars on more school 
doors. 

Yes, the new voices in the closed- 
school communities must be heard. 
And they must be answered with 
truths. 

The cliche that states’ rights must 
be won now or lost forever is not 
the truth. The shibboleth that the 
Supreme Court’s order may be legal- 
ly ignored is not the truth. The 
myth that Virginia is in contest with 
alien forces is not the truth. 

The truth is that Virginia can 
open all its schools, and can not 
with justice and good sense keep 
any of them closed. Virginia and its 
children need their schools. 


Overcoming the Recession’s Jolt From The Jefferson Republic, De Soto, Mo. 


One fourth of Jefferson county’s 
labor force is unemployed, reports 
the county branch of the Missouri 
Division of Employment Security. 


But Jefferson county refuses to 
fall apart. Business continues at 
high levels for the more active 
firms. Communities and school dis- 
tricts are building for the future. In- 
dividuals are improving their prop- 
erty and new homes keep going up. 

Though hit with as severe an eco- 
nomic jolt as any part of the coun- 
try, Jefferson county sees through 
the present problems to brighter 
years ahead and to continuation of 
the process which has lifted the pop- 
ulation estimate to more than 60,000. 


Being part of a great metropolitan 
area, urban region, or super-city, as 


they are now called, Jefferson coun- 
ty is near other jobs when those 
close at hand are curtailed. Many 
of our people have taken advantage 
of modern transportation to find 
work elsewhere and to maintain resi- 
dence here. This is one of the most 
important factor in keeping business 
activity strong and as an indication 
of what will increase the future sta- 
bility of our communities. 
Employment security benefits have 
helped greatly in preventing sharp 
reduction in jobs—3900 unemployed 
out of 16,000 workers—from bring- 
ing on a local panic. These benefits 
are running out now, and one of the 
worst effects of the recession will 
become more apparent. There will 
be destitute families. And there is 
already loss of younger and more 


vigorous residents who seek distant 
jobs and move to other sections and 
states. The strength of Jefferson 
county’s future leadership is jeop- 
ardized by this community erosion. 

It would appear that Jefferson 
county faces a difficult winter and 
sharper impact of the loss of jobs. 
Our problem is to get through this 
period to the time when industrial 
expansion of the metropolitan area 
and development of the resources of 
the Meramec Valley improve the sit- 
uation. 

If there is any lingering doubt of 
the necessity to try to locate new 
industry, it should be dismissed by 
the employment report. Not only 
De Soto and Festus-Crystal City, but 
the entire county should be support- 
ing an industrial promotion program.

But situated that 
way, they can’t be free either, 
until Russia lets go. So Poland 
walks a tightrope, and few 
Poles would do anything to 
endanger the national inde- 
pendence and individual liberty 
attained since 1956 that is al- 
ways in peril if Moscow tight- 
ens the screws. 

The Communist governments 
in eastern Europe are minority 
governments everywhere. In 
Poland, the solid Communist 
foundation may not exceed 10 
per cent. In Czechoslovakia, it 
is larger and the industrious 
Czechs seem to have patiently 
_accepted their fate. They eat

The engineer had had a seizure, or fainting spell. The 
fireman was back in the diesel checking the gauges and 
the fuel.

Some say the brakes were applied at the last 
moment. Dad doesn’t believe this. As the lead engine left 
the rails and fell into 35 feet of water, the coupling broke 
and the brakes went on automatically. 

The two of them discussed the case for a 

while, and Johnny said that one night in Dunel- 
len he got an order to go out and flag an east- 
bound fast freight. A bar of pig iron had rolled 
free, and was hanging off the side. It had torn 
down all the iron railing at the Plainfield station 
and had hit the side of an overpass bridge and 
sent part of it down into the street.

Joseph Lohman Declared War on Syndicate 


And Shocked Ward ‘Regulars’ With a Regime 
That Does Not-Go In for Fixes or Favors

CHICAGO, Oct. 1 


ON A MUGGY AUGUST 
DAY three years ago, the Ca- 
pone Syndicate was preparing 
to reopen one of- its largest 
crap games just across Chi- 
cago’s northwest border. Si- 
multaneously, however, a tip- 
ster made a telephone call. 
That night, a handful of hood- 
lums, all carrying large bank- 
rolls and surprised expressions, 
were deftly rounded up in a 
raid. 


Five weeks later, brazenly, 
the same game Was reopened. 
Again, raiders stormed in to 
break up the party. Two weeks 
after that, the game moved to 
the suburb of Cicero, usually 
less averse to such goings-on. 
Again, a tip was dispatched. 
And once more, a raid forced 
the gamblers to close up shop. 

Admittedly unaccustomed to 
such impolite interference, the 
mobsters were also more than 
a little unfamiliar with the 
type of-person dishing it out— 
a professor. They learned 
quickly, however. 


- For Prof. Joseph D. Lohman, 
who wears the star of. sheriff 
in Illinois’s Cook county, is a 
rare bird indeed, one of the 
eggheads who usually stays 
away from big-city local poli- 
tics—and is currently, as Dem- 
ocratic candidate for state 
treasurer, the most interesting 
new figure in Illinois political 
circles today. 


In many ways, he is a politi- 
cal phenomenon the odds say 
should never have happened. In 
a city where the machine’s last 
hurrah is yet to be heard, Loh- 
man the intellectual stands 
astride a $5,400,000 office budg- 
et and the fourth-largest pa- 
tronage plum in the nation’s 
most populous county. 

At a governmental level 
where intellectuals seldom dare 
appear, Lohman the professor 
has dealt with pressures of the 
most basic form and survived. 
And, in an office which nation- 
ally has yielded only one off- 
spring of consequence (Sheriff 
Grover Cleveland of Erie 
county, N.Y., later President), 
Lohman has propelled himself 
into prominence as a potential 
reform mayor, or governor. 

Lohman is a virtual overnight 
wonder in politics. A 6-foot, 
220-pounder resembling more a 
onetime tackle (which he 
wasn’t) than the popular stero- 
type of a scholarly figure, he 
is a black-haired, big-boned, 
heavy-jowled figure who could 
hardly be missed in a crowd. A 
University of Chicago sociolo- 
gist-criminologist for many of 
his. 48 years, he never cam- 
paigned for office until the 
election that put him where he 
is. Rather, he devoted all his 
time to academi¢ pursuits 
which earned him 38 lines in 
Who’s Who: Chief United Na- 
tions persuader in talks with 
22 American turncoats in Ko- 
rea: formulator of a police- 
training program that has kept 
racial peace in friction spots; 
labor relations umpire for CIO 
packinghouse workers and Wil- 
son & Co.;: chairman of an Illi- 
ndis Parole and Pardon Board 
which reportedly was preparing 
to parole Nathan Leopold but 
was replaced by Republicans 
the first day the present gov- 
ernor took office; and some two 
dozen other tasks, ranging from 
professorships at five universi- 
ties to terms as consultant to 
the Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity and the Atomic Energy 
Commission.

blessing as candidate for an 
office in which “conformity” 
traditionally is a “must’’? 

How much has he had to 
compromise his standards to 
meet the practical demands of 
politics as practiced in a de- 
mocracy? 

What does his case show 
about the advisibility of “non- 
professionals” taking a flyer in 
local government? 

These are questions that, as 
recently as four winters ago, 
Lohman never imagined would 
arise. Then, the conspicious 
portion of his Cinderella rise 
began. 

In 1954, Mayor Richard J. 
Daley, Cook County Democratic 
chairman, was casting about for 
a sheriff's candidate. The of- 
fice, though considered by po- 
litical scientists to be ah out- 
moded one, is in mammoth 
Cook county still an important 
one, with jurisdiction over 
about half its area (the boom- 
ing unincorporated portions) as 
well as the largest county jail 
in the world. 

THE LAST Democratic can- 
didate for sheriff had met dis- 
aster. He had been brought be- 
fore the Kefauver Crime com- 
mittee and identified, rightly 
or wrongl), as “the world’s 
richest cep.” He was Police 
Capt. Dan Gilbert. The Re- 
publicans had won the sheriff's 
badge for the next four years. 
Now, Daley wanted a candidate 
glamorous and undeniably hon- 
est enough to win it back. .

“The office of sheriff is a 
notorious political trap chock- 
full of booby-traps and pitfalls 
that make it impossible for him 
to look good,” one political col- 
umnist warned, “It is a politi- 
cal dead-end,” wrote another. 

Most persons with any in- 
terest in good government 
may have thought of being 
mayor. Or, even in Chicago 
with its corruption - inviting 
ward system, an alderman 


dedicated to honesty, but

thought it over. Then, laying 
down the condition that “I must 
be given freedom to run the 
office,” he agreed to campaign. 
Speech-making was in a well- 
modulated voice in a restrained

Re- 
publican suburbs polled a rec- 
ord off-year vote, and Demo- 
cratic Chicago a 12-year low, 
but Lohman’s 1,043,501 votes 
were 715,835 ahead of his op- 
ponent and just 16,000 behind 
the top man for the day. Some 
three weeks later, his brown 
eyes steady behind horn-rimmed 
glasses, Lohman took the oath 
as sheriff. 


Once on the job, the profes- 
sor moved rapidly. Seeking to 
meet the standards both of pro- 
fessor and realistic politician, 
he already had apprised his po- 
litical superiors of his patron- 
age policy before accepting the 
nomination: Key supervisory 
jobs would be closed to patron- 
age but would be filled strict- 
ly on Lohman’s definition of 
merit; all others, because our 
system is essentially that the 
party in power can reward its 
own, would be open to \patron- 
age if nominees were of good 
reputation, capable of being 
trained, and agreed to follow 
Lohman’s orders. 

Immediately, a howl went up 
in the wards from hundreds of 
party “regulars.” The off-lim- 
its “key” jobs were the choice 
plums, paying up to $9900 a 
year. But Lohman stood firm. 
And for lesser jobs, more than 
once he flatly turned down men 
sent in by ward committeemen. 
Within a short time, as the re- 
jects were less frequently nec- 
essary, he felt he had gotten 
his point across. 

“The first rule in public of- 
fice, as outside,” says Lohman, 
“is to place people of ability 
whom you can trust in posi- 
tions of supervision. They are 
not always easy to find. But 
don’t tell me they aren't there, 
You should look for them, per- 
suate them and illustrate by 
your actions and attitudes that 
you mean to accomplish some- 
thing from which they can 
take satisfaction.” 

Payroll - padding, ticket - fix- 
ing, footsie-playing with gam- 
blers, or other profitable grant- 
ing of favors is all too easy in 
a large office. So Lohman took 
the time to personally screen 
key men. As chief of police, he 
chose a 50-year-old Chicago po- 
lice sergeant, a former admin- 
istrative assistant to Illinois’ 
director of public safety. An- 
other Chicago-trained police- 
man and former state trooper, 
45, became his captain and di- 
rector of training. A political 
economist from Roosevelt Uni- 
versity became head of the ju- 
venile division. A University of 
Chicago lecturer was put in 
charge of personnel. All three 
divisional police offices were 
placed under hand-picked cap- 
tains. And Lohman’s own for- 
mer associate, Sociologist Lloyd 
Ohlin, became supervisor of 
correctional work. 


“There is some sacrifice in- 
volved in much governmental 
work,” states Lohman. “I know 
that. You find too often that 
the decent people, the ones 
who complain about the faults 
in government when it affects 


them, won't take the time— | 
even spare time to do something | 
about it. But if you cast about | 
far enough, there are people | 


who will serve.” 

Almost immediately, too, an 
“honesty edict” went out, No 
pay-offs, fixes or favors for 


law violators, on penalty of dis- | 


missal and possible prosecu- 
tion. In effect taking money 
from his own pocket, Lohman

called in all “I've-got-a-drag” 
honorary deputy stars, which 
would have earned him more 
than $10,000 at $10 each plus 
the $7.50 bonding commission 
which was customary. 

“Your position on favoritism 
must be immediately clear to 
all concerned,” he explains. 
“You and I know that a high 
percentage of citizens—let’'s be 
frank ahout this—at some time 
like to be exceptions to a rule. 
But they should not be, they 
cannot be; and if you hold to 
this principle ‘you will not be 


in the kind of difficulty you 


see in newspapers somewhere 
every week.” 

Before taking office, Lohman 
had analyzed and discussed how 
it operated, so that soon after- 
ward he could begin making 
long-needed administrative and 
organizational changes. Instead 
of a centralized records divi- 
sion, files on accidents, arrests, 
investigations and complaints 
had been kept only in districts 
where they occurred. Lohman 
consolidated them in one_of- 
fice. Previously, deputies had 
just “gone to work.” Lohman 
launched a training school, also 
open to members of suburban 
police departments. And, 
though one of the sheriff's big- 
gest responsibilities was serv- 
ing subpenas and warrants, the 
146 deputies assigned exclu- 
sively to the job never before 
had been required to sign in.

Now. they sign in daily and 
must meet twice - monthly 
quotas, or explain why not. 

For the first time, also, the 

nation’s most populous county 
finally was provided with a fix- 
proof uniform traffic ticket 
and numbered machine-issued 
arrest slips at district stations; 
and with a photo-copy machine 
(that Lohman bought with his 
own money for $200) to halt a 
racket in facsimile records for 
a few attorneys and insurance 
investigators. And for the first 
time there were created sepa- 
rate divisions for handling 
serious crimes, gambling and 
vice, scientific investigative 
work, and traffic control, in- 
cluding hiring of part-time 
crossing guards near schools 

“FOR ANY office in govern- 
ment,” says Lohman, “there are 
experts who have studied its 
functions — professors, mem- 
bers of private foundations, and 
citizens’ committees. Anybody 
who is interested can integrate 
their recommendations with his 
own analyses, and you'll find 
that long-overdue changes are 
realized with no difficulty.” 

All these measures made few 
headlines. But Lohman’s gam- 
bling squad soon did. In his 
first seven weeks 
Newsweek magazine 


raids (it has more than 900 
on record to date), So heavy 
was its impact in those first 
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weeks state police, too, began 
raiding, though previously 
neither county nor state offi- 
cers had made more than to- 
ken forays into a_ territory 
which the _ citizen Chicago 
Crime Commission termed the 
area's new stronghold of Ca- 
phone syndicate gambling. 

Using information provided 
by the Commission, his own 
men or private citizens, Loh- 
man and his picked squad con- 
fiscated slots or pinball ma- 
chines, gum-ball machines and 
punchboards in previously un- 
molested private and veterans 
clubs. He has struck often in 
honky-tonk row in Calumet 
City and tavern-row in Cicero, 
both suburbs in which the Chi- 
cago Crime Commission has re- 
peatedly accused officials of 
“laxity,” or worse.

Visiting Deaf, Dumb 


WHILE STILL IN LENINGRAD last week I spent a 
few hours one morning with Dr. David Gurewitsch at a 
small hospital with 150 beds that serves a factory area. 
The institution has a woman director, but most of the 
doctors are men. As we were led around, the patients all 
seemed quite unaccustomed to visits from strangers, but 
they showed us their rooms. Mostly there were six beds 
to a room, but a few small rooms had only two patients. 


Later in the afternoon I visited a club for the deaf 
and dumb. It is a gathering place for these people after 
school and after work. For recreation they dance, “listen” 
to lectures, and take part in the ever-popular game of 
chess. An amateur group at the club put on a performance 
of a dance and pantomime for me such as it gives regularly 
twice a week for the members. 


I was shown a film, too, that tells of the club 
members’ work in nurseries, kindergartens and 
schools and showing other types of work deaf 
people are doing that is designed to encourage 
the deaf members of the club. What looked to me 
like a gvod library was available and all those 
present seemed happy, and I thought such a center 
might be very helpful. 


In the evening when we went to the train we found | 
Mme. Konitzkaya waiting for us with a present for each | 
of us and a gift from her children to my grandchildren. | 
One of her little girls had sent her favorite doll—a 
celluloid puss in boots — and I could hardly bear to take 
it. But I felt that feelings would be hurt by a refusal, 
and I hope one of my grandchildren will send them a gift 
at Christmas. 


I heard a nice story about another little girl who 
wanted a dog. She saved her money until she had nearly 
enough and then her mother offered to help her out with 
the rest. But the little girl said, “Oh, please don’t mother, 
because then you would own an ear or a leg and he 
wouldn't be all mine. And I want him all mine.” Finally, | 
the little girl accepted a little help from her grandmother 
on the condition that no divided ownership was involved. 


Only just the other day I heard of the death 
of my old friend, Margaret Fayerweather. .She 
was an old Albanian who, as a young woman, 
kept house for her remarkable grandfather, Bishop 
Doane. Her children will always think of her as 
a devoted mother, and her family and friends 
will remember her as an interesting woman of 
many gifts, with a warm, unselfish spirit and 
enough iron in her make-up te endure pain and 
iliness and go on undaunted. 


She wrote many books for young people, which all 
have some flavor of history, for she had a feeling for 
history. All of us who knew her will feel the world has 
lost a bit of its richness of her passing, but she has left 
us happy memories. 

I have just got around to reading President Eisen- 
hower's speech to the nation on the situation in the Far 
East, and we all pray that his hopes for peaceful settlement 
are justified. When people want to believe a certain 
set of assertions are true, it is hard to make them 
believe in a set of opposite facts. 


The one mistake in our policy that makes me 
apprehensive is that I feel we should have pre-

“Uncle Ray’s Column 
The Middle Ear 


By Ramon Coffman 


SOME ANIMALS (including 
bats) can hear sounds of higher 
pitch than those heard by peo- 
ple, but the human ear is ex- 
cellent fer our purposes. Some 


of the -pitched sounds 
which we hear (including 
scre and sereeches) are far 


from t. It would seem 
to be a good thing that we miss 
sounds which vibrate more than 
20,000 times @ second. 

The human ear is made up 
of three main parts—the gut- 
side ear, the middle ear and the 
inner ear. 

When a bell rings, or when 
a word is spoken, sound waves 
These waves 


ripples which spread out on the 
surface after a stone is tossed 
into a pond. 

That illustration is good as 


far as it goes, but it fails to b 


go far enough, The ripples on 
the pond are circular and trav- 
el outward, but are observed 
only on the surface, A sound 
on the other hand, spreads 
waves in every direction—side- 
wise, upward, downward. 
When sound waves reach the 
human ear, they go inside a 
narrow tube an inch or an inch

and a half long. Then they 
strike the eardrum. 

The sound waves make the 
eardrum vibrate. The higher 
the pitch of the sound, the fast- 
er the eardrum vibrates. 

The vibrations Of the ear 
drum are carried to a tiny 
bene known as thé hammer. 
This bone is set in motion, and 
transfers the sound waves to 
another tiny bone, known a8 
the anvil. 

A third little bone then re- 
ceives the vibrations, and this 
one is known as the stirrup. 
The vibrations reach a bit of 
membrane very mueh like the 
eardrum, but smaller. Often 
this membrane is called the 
“second eardrum,” 

The three bones I have mene 
tioned are all inside the mid- 
die ear. This part of the ear 
also containg an air chamber, 
but the entire middle ear is 
smaller than a common thim-
